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V. SUMMARY OF CLAIMED SUBJECT MATTER - SUPPLEMENT 
(INDEPENDENT CLAIMS MAP) 

1 . A method of handling a call at an application server ( 200. Fiss. 3-5 andTs [0023]. 
[00251 - [00271 f00301 - r00321: 200. Fies. 7-8 and\s [00361 - [0037]: 302/312. Fie. 9 and 
Ts [00421. [00441 - [00451 ) connected outside a public switched telephone network (PSTN) and 
offering one or more services, the method comprising: 

receiving ( | [0026] ) information corresponding to said call at the application server 
outside the PSTN, the information including data identifying ( Ts [00281). [0032] ) a subscriber 
of said one or more of services offered by the application server; 

based on the information corresponding to the call, selecting a domain policy ( Ts [0028] 
- [0029] ). the domain policy applying to a set of subscribers ( Ts [00231. [00241 ): and 

handling the call in accordance with the selected domain policy ( Ts [00291. [00371. 
[0038] ). 

8. A method of providing call services at an application server ( 200, Figs. 3-5 andT s 
[00231. [00251 - [00271. [00301 - [0032]: 200. Fies. 7-8 andVs [00361 - [00371: 302/312. Fie. 
9 and Vs [00421. [00441 - [0045] ) connected outside a public switched telephone network 
(PSTN), the method comprising: 
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defining a set of at least two domains ( Fig. 7; ^[0036] ), at least some of the domains 
having a domain policy ( ^[0037] ); 

receiving information corresponding to a call at the application server outside the PSTN 
( Fie. 8. J [0037] ); 

determining one or more domains that apply to the call ( ^'s [0037] - [0041] ); and 
applying policies associated with the determined domains to the call ( ^'s [0037] - 
[0041 J ). 

14. An application server (200. Fies. 3-5 and\s [00231. [0025] - [0027 J. [0030 J - [0032]: 
200. Fies. 7-8 and\'s [0036] - [0037]: 302/312. Fig. 9 and\s [00421 [00441 - [0045] ) 
connected outside a public switched telephone network (PSTN), comprising: 

one or more aggregation domains ( ^'s[0035J - [0041] ), at least some of the domains 
having an associated authorization policy ( ^'s [0035] - [0041] ); and 

a domain mapper ( 210, Figs. 3-5. 7-8 and f [0028] ) that identifies one or more domains 
based on call information ( ^[0026] ) received by the application server outside the PSTN. 

1 9. A computer program product ( 506, Fig. 11 ), disposed on a computer readable medium 
( 504/508, Fig. 11 ), for providing call services at an application server ( 200, Figs. 3-5 and $ 's 
[00231. [00251 - [00271. [00301 - [00321: 200. Fiss. 7-8 and\'s [0036] - [00371: 302/312. Fie. 
9 and \ 's [0042], [0044] - [0045] ) connected outside a public switched telephone network 
(PSTN), the computer program including instructions for causing a processor to: 
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define a set of more than one domains, at least some of the domains having a domain 
policy (Fie. 7. Hr0036J ): 

receive information corresponding to a call received at the application server outside the 
PSTN ( Fie. 8. ^[00371) : 

determine one or more domains that apply to the call ( | 's [ 003 7] - [ 0041 ] ); and 

apply policies associated with the determined domains to the call ( ^'s [003 7 J - [0041 ] ). 

24. A method of handling calls at an application server ( 200, Figs. 3-5 and \s [0023 J, 
[0025] - [00271. [00301 - [0032] ; 200. Figs. 7-8 and\s [0036] - [0037]: 302/312. Fie. 9 and 
\s [0042] '. [0044] - [00451) connected outside a public switched telephone network (PSTN) and 
offering one or more call services to customers of one or more telecommunications service 
providers, said method comprising: 

receiving ( J [0026] ) information corresponding to said calls at said application server 
outside the PSTN, said information for each one of said calls including data identifying (^'s 
[0028]), [0032] ) a subscriber of said one or more telecommunications service providers and of 
one or more of said call services offered by said application server; 

selecting a domain policy ( | 's [0028] - [0029] ) for said each one of said calls, based on 
the information corresponding to said calls to obtain a selected domain policy for said each one 
of said calls, each said selected domain policy applying to a set of subscribers ( £s [0023] - 
[0024] ) of one of said one or more telecommunications service providers ( jj [0023] ); and 

handling each of said calls in accordance with said selected domain policy ( ^'s [0029] 
[0037] - [0038] ).
